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` The Pahokee Blue Devils and the 
Belle Glade Golden Rams locked 
horns with a 12-12 tie on Lair 
Field Thanksgiving Eve in their 
traditional contest for the Bill 
Noung Memorial Trophy. 

. It was a hard fought battle from 
start to finish. In the scoreless 
first half the Blue Devils threat- 
ened once when they recovered e 
Ram fumble deep in Belle Glade 
territory and the Rams were able 
to get within the Pahokee 10-yard 
zone twice but found the light Pa- 
hokee line too tough to penetrate 
when backed against its own goal 
Une.

A total of 361 persons wer 
cared for at the Palm Beati! Cout- 
ty Homes 4h@ Hospitals during the 
year ending Oct. 1, 1950 according 
to ‘an"Jdfnual report ‘ sueniitted 
Monday to the County Cormiss'oun 
by Dr. W. E. VanLandingham, 
ccznty physician. 

Of the near 400 people wh» re- 
ceived indigent care and assist- 
ance, 71 were stil being cared for 
by the county on Oct. 1 with 30 
patients in the county hos atal, 17 
in the county home and 24 in ‘he 
negro home and hospital. 

The white hospital, Or. Van- 
Lardiighami said, was bus'es: dur- 
itg the past fiscal year with a 
total of 170 patients admitted for 
treatment bringing the total in- 

‘mates cared for during the year to 
205. Second busiest institution was 
the negro‘héme and hospital where 
34 patients were being treated at 
the start of the year.and a total 
of 91 patients admitted during the 
period. At the county home, 17 
natients were being cared for when 
the year opened and an additional 
24 were admitted during the year. 

Deaths as recorded by the coun- 
ty physician were 34 at the white 
hospital, none at the county home 
and 28 at the negro hospital.
